a lighting apparatus, comprisingi 

a light guiding plate including a flat flrst surface having a plurality of 
projections, each said projection being formed with a first inclined plane having a first angle 
between said plane and said flat first surface and with a second inclined plane formed 
adjacent to said first inclined plane with a second angle between said plane and said flat first 
surface, said second angle being larger than said first angle and 

a light source disposed o n directlv coupled to a side stuf ace of said light 

guiding plate; 

a reflective liquid-crystal panel disposed on a second surface of said 
light guiding plate, said second surface opposing said first surface, said reflective liquid- 
crystal panel opposing said first surface; 

a polarizer disposed between said reflective liquid-crystal panel and said 
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light guiding plat e, said polarizer being directly in contact with said reflective liquid crystal 
panel ; and 

a Id w-refiracti ve-index layer formed between said polarizer and said light 
guiding plate, said low-refractive-index layer having a refractive index smaller than a 
refractive index of said light guiding plate. 

23. (Cancelled) 

24, (Original) A reflective liquid-crystal display according to claim 22, 
wherein said low-refiractive-index layer is formed using a fluorine-based resin or a fluorine- 
based liquid.

34. (Currently amended) A reflective liquid crystal display according 
to claim 22, wherein said low-re£ractive-index layer has a refractive index of 1,2 «idto 1.4. 

35. (Previously presented) A reflective liquid crystal display according 
to claim 22, further conaprising another low-refractive-index layer covering said plurality of 
projections, and having a refractive index smaller than that of the light guiding plate. 
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36. (Currently amended) A reflective liquid crystal display according 
to claim 35, wherein said another low-refractive-index layer is unitary with Goid low 
rftfrnctiv e indox lav e r has a refractive index of L2 to L4 . 

37. (Currently amended) A reflective liquid crystal display according 
to claim 35, wherein said another low-refractive-index layer is mkaf vdiiectlv in contact w ith 
said low-refractive-index layer. 

38. (Previously presented) A reflective liquid crystal display according 
to claim 22, further comprising an optical adhesive agent layer disposed between said low- 
refractive-index layer and said polarizer. 
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
